LSUS Police suggest ways 
to deter holiday crime, theft

During the holiday season, 
crime rates around the nation 
begin to rise. Most of these 
crimes involve theft, burglary 
and vehicle break-ins. 

With the rising number of 
businesses in the local area, 
Shreveport Police have seen an 
increase in the number of 
thefts occurring in and around 
LSUS. 

Students, however, do not 
have to become victims of 
these sorts of crimes. 

Larry LaBorde, chief of 
LSUS Police, said there are sev- 
eral things students can do to 
ensure that their personal 
property is protected during 
this time of year, not only on 
campus, but anywhere. 

LSUS Police have recently 
reported a few instances of 
break-ins on campus. The 


thieves are usually targeting 
CD players, DVD players, 
speaker systems, purses, back- 
packs and laptop computers. 

LaBorde said students and 
faculty should always keep 
valuable belongings at home 
and never leave them in their 
vehicles. 

Personal property that is 
left in vehicles should never be 
visible to potential thieves 
walking by, said LaBorde. 

Books should also be pro- 
tected during buy-back at the 
bookstore; however LaBorde 
said this is usually not a big 
problem. Most importantly, ve- 
hicles should be locked at all 
times. 

LaBorde also cautions stu- 
dents and faculty members to 
be aware of their surround- 
ings. Be very atténtive, and if 
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students seem to appreciate the 
effort but don’t think much will 
change in the long run. 

"I believe the bookstore is 
making a good effort to estab- 
lish a better relationship with 
students, but adding entertain- 
ment isn't going to make the 
lines any shorter or the wait 
any-less," said Martha Durham, 
a senior journalism/Spanish 
major. 

“This is all being done to 
create a better atmosphere for 
the students and to establish a 


good relationship with them,” 
said Robert E. Lewis, director 
of Auxiliary Services. If the 
event goes as well as hoped for, 
then maybe the negative feel- 
ings about book buy back will 
be a thing of the past, he said. 

"I want it to be more of a 
party,” said Lewis. Perhaps this 
party will entertain as well as 
help repair the relationship be- 
tween the students and the 
bookstore.

anything seems suspicious, 
contact LSUS or Shreveport Po- 
lice immediately, he said. 

LSUS policemen are doing 
several things to ensure the 
safety of LSUS students during 
this holiday season. They have 
rearranged and switched offi- 
cer's shifts to provide more se- 
curity, especially during late 
hours. 

They are also working on 
getting funding for video sur- 
veillance on campus, to get the 
entire exterior of campus un- 
der video surveillance to watch 
and record activity around 
campus. 

If students notice that their 
vehicles have been broken into,

stay here and go to school as 
well,” said Pierce.

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Pilots take down ETBU Tigers, 
cannot defeat NSU Demons

Before beginning their five- 
game road trip, the LSUS men's 
basketball team handed East 
Texas Baptist University a 118- 
115 double overtime loss Nov. 
22 at the Dock. 

Although The Tigers got a 
combined 102 points from their 
five starters in the game, ETBU 
couldn't overcome a 44-point 
night from LSUS guard Freder- 
icko Payne, the Gulf Coast Ath- 
letic Conference's first team 
All-Conference selection and 
2003-2004 Newcomer of the 
Year. 

In addition to his 44 points 
against ETBU, Payne had six 3- 
pointers and made 14 of his 15 
attempts from the free-throw 
line. Derrick Sowell followed 
with 26 points and Derrick 
Rogers added 21 for the Pilots. 

"The game was so close for 
so long,” said LSUS freshman 


Jasmine Harper. "I thought we 
were going to lose at first. The 
other team came out really 
strong.” 

The Tigers seemed to dom- 
inate the Pilots in the first half 
of the game. ETBU guard Chris 
Isom led all scorers with 18 
points in the first half, as the Pi- 
lots went into the locker room 
down 57-50. But the Pilots bat- 
tled back in the second half. 

"It was the most exciting 
game I have ever seen,” said 
LSUS sophomore Ryan Powell. 

LSUS gained its first lead 
in the game with less than six 
minutes left in the game. How- 
ever, the Tigers refused to back 
down. They battled back to tie 
the game at 95-95. With less 
than one second left, Derrick 
Hill blocked ETBU's shot to 
send the game into overtime. 

After ETBU failed to get a 
shot off before the buzzer in the 
first overtime, the game was 


sent into a second overtime 
tied at 106-106. 

It was in the second over- 
time that the Pilots took control 
of the game. The period was 
highlighted by Sowell’s im- 
pressive dunk over ETBU for- 
ward Charles Chevalier. ETBU 
guard Cedric Isom fouled out 
of the game in the second over- 
time, finishing with 26 points 
and nine rebounds. 

With the victory, the Pilots 
improved to 5-0 and are now 
14-1 over the last two seasons 
at home. 

However LSUS’ winning 
streak was cut short on Nov. 25 
when The Pilots traveled to 
Natchitoches to take on North- 
western State University. LSUS 
fell to the Demons in a disap- 
pointing 107-80 defeat. 

The Pilots will be on the 
road until Dec. 14 when they 
return home to face Xavier 
University.

“We have a number of lib- 
eral arts scholarships that get 
relatively few applicants,” said 
Knighten. “I suspect it is sim- 
ply because they just don't 
know that there are scholar- 
ships like that available.” 

According to Knighten, 
any liberal arts student can ap- 


ply for the scholarships. 

“Some of the scholarships 
are fairly small, but even if it is 
just a few hundred dollars, it 
could still help out with books 
and things like that," said 
Knighten. 

Yolanda Welch, a senior 
general studies major, won the 
Alumni Scholarship last year 
and suggested that students 
with financial needs also apply. 

“Td encourage anyone else 
who is a liberal arts major who 
is unaware of what's out there 
to go and apply,” she said. 

Other 2004 scholarship 
winners include Quinton Bell, 
winner of the Walter Obigy 
Award, and Chelsea Dunbar, 
recipient of the H.J. Sachs 
Scholarship.
